they have three 
very large 
ones on 


.the Emporium style, 
selling every- 


Hotel and 
:restaurant 
prices 
are 


about the same 
as in America; 'you 


pay for everything you get, including 
bread and napkins .also charged. 
'In, 


England napkins are seldom 
seen in 


restaurants. 
Considering our lack of 


knowledge 
of the language 'we got 


along first rate, everyone being 
will- 


ing to give all information possible. 
Sometimes 
we did more walking than 


would have been necessary could 
we 


have understood better. 
Crossing the 


streets one must keep sharp lookout 
for there 
is no 
regard 
tor foot 


passongers, 
and at only a few 
very 


difficult orossiugs do the police 
stop 


traffic occasionally. 
This is managed 


better in New 
York and 
London. 


The streets 
are 
well kept and 
well 


cleaned by washing 
water 
being in 


good supply, bat baths in hotels 'are 
a rarity and specially advertised ifto 
be had and charged ifused about Too 
withuse of soap and towel.' There is 
a strange custom inEngland 
and on 


the continent in regard to baths. The 
swimming or pool baths 
are of two 


classes, first and second 
class. 
The 


first class the most, of course, for the 
water is only used one day or so, and 
then itis used for second class 
for a 


day 
or two. 
What 
becomes of it 


then we do not know, probablyw,used 
for fertilizing. 
Tub baths in Eng- 


land are called slipper baths 
and the 


water only used once, 
and the water 


is turned in for you as 
much as 
is 


necessary, and then 
shut off and the 


handle of the 
faucet 
taken away. 


As we did not get into the country 


we don't .know anything 
of how 
people live and die, except 
what we 


saw from the car .windows. 
Here 


women work in the fields, and in the 
city even the cabs 
are 
being driven 
by women.£lt's?an innovation and the 
old cabbies and boys :guy and 
josh 


them as 
they 
drive 'along. 
The 


women 
have 
to 
help 
support 
the 


family of the working classes, 
for it 


takes a great many men to 
wear the 


uniform of the grand \army. 
Officers 


and men go around 
with their side 


arms or sabers dangling at their heels, 
wnat for we don't know. There is no 
money insight and 
they were not on 
dnty. 
Probably they must always be 


ready for any emergency. 


A visit to the Bourse 
or stock ex- 


change will£bow 
a large 
crowd of 


excited 
speculators 
and ja massive 


building.; 'VThe iPalais' Royal' is' an 
immense 
arcade 
of 


*shops 
or stores 


covering several blocks. 


The next sight is the Eiffel Tower 


and-, the Ferris wheel, "not far from 
the Trocadero, with fine parks around 
each.\"The. Grand 
Opera :House 
is 


truly grand, and the 
Opera Comique 


also, the latter' had "Madame 


vBatter- 
fly"staged, but it was not comic and 
only four singers 
witha small chorus 
that appeared only once. ' 


The Luxumburg Palace Art Gallery 


is also fine, but small. 
There are 


several 
more museums 
here, but we 


were'satisflod with seeing 
the best, 


and 
one becomes , weary of - seeing 


antiquities unless making ita study. 


One could spend a week or two see- 


ing this one place !alone.' .Most 
of 


the.finest vpaintings 
in France 
are 


here, 
as 
well as 
statuary, 
ancient 


Egyptians, Greek, Romans / and other 
works of art and curios J gathered jby 
Napoleon' \u25a0'during "bis*"wars."; Thei 
bedrooms 
are , open 'to/ the public, 


but we only went into that 
of 
the 


Empress. 
There are also two crowns, 


a diamond hi1ted 
swerd, 
the famous 


Koohinoor ,-,diamond, .

rubies,, ancient 
gold 
and 
silver 


jewelry on exhibition, guarded 
of 


course.

and sot see half.

imagined

bad seen some of the finest. before we 
saw this,*bat so far nothing can com- 
pare with the Louvre;for greatness 
and spendor.

Ingoing back and forth we crossed 


the Seine 
over 
a number 
of its 


bridges, 
the 
finest 
being 
"The 


Nicholas," 
named 
after Czar .of 


Russia. 
We also several times passed 


the July Column at the place 
of the 


old 
Bastile, 
and 
the 
Vendome 


Column, and many fine bronze monu- 
ments at intersections 
of streets 
in 


various parts of the city, and. they 
allstand in fine open places. 
Ihe 


finest 
open space is 
the "The Place 


de la Concorde," 
Itis grand and is 


the 
beginning 
of 
the 
"Champs 


Elysees," the grandest Boulevard' of 
all to the Arc de Triumph, 
and con- 


tinuing 
on as 
the 
Boulevard de 


Armee. 
On the other side of the 


Place de laConcorde is the Tuilleries 
a .fine park with another 
Arc de 


Triumph in front of the Louvre. The 
sight of this stretch' from the 
top of 


the Arch at the 
upper 
end of the 


Napoieon's tomb is magnifioient in 


its simplicity. 
The 
sarcophagus 
is 


an immense 
piece 
of polished dark 


red granite on an almost black base, 
the whole set in a sort of 
well, .with 


statues 
and battle flags 
around . it. 


The building contains also the tombs 
of Joseph and Jerome Bonaparte, and 
one 
of Napoleon's generals 
who bad 


stood 
with him through 
all. 
The 


inscriptions 
on all the 
monuments 


and tombs we have seen in France are 
plain and to the point. 


The first place 
we viewed was 
the 


St.' Magdalen church, or

itis popularly 
designated. 
Itis an 


immense 
rectangular 
building 
with 


rows 


"of .heavy ;stone 
columns 
all 


around it, and without windows jex- 
cept in the roof. Inside itismagnifi- 
cent, 
with marble statuary, 
paint- 


ing and gilding. Although the princi- 
pal altar is dedicated to St. Magdelen,' 
the one 
of the 
Virgin is the most 


ornate and popular, 
judging 
by the 


devotees. 
The Cathedral 
of Notre 


Dame, 
although lline ina; way and 


made popular 
by lingo's 
writing of 


the "Hunchback 
of Notre Dame," 


does not begin to compare 
withsome 


of the English Cathedrals. , Its:fine 
rose or round windows, which are old, 
and its other modern windows are its 
chief beauties. 
Not far from this is 


the church 
of St. Genevine, 
which 


contains 
hqr 
remains 
and. shrine, 


which is of coarse 
beautiful and has 


a continual ;string of devotees,' 
and 


withiu a stone's 
throw is the, famous 


Pantheon 
or 
Temple- 
ot Fame,' in 


which some 
of France's 
most celo- 


brated men 
were buried. 
, itis on 


elevated ground and the dome 
being 


over 270 feet high, it is quite a 
con- 


spicuous 
object 
from all .over, the 


city. Its interior is decorated, 
with 


fine statuary and paintings, also -the 
finest Goblin tapestry 
we have been 


fortunate to see. 
Except 
the chapel 


at the tomb of Napoleon, 
these 
were 


all the churches 
we visited. 


We 
did 
most 
of 
our 
getting 


around 
the city on 
the hurricane 


deck 
of the buses, motor.buses ;and 


trains. 
The trains use either steam 


or 
iuel.T.'"Alcohol/ as 
gasoline 
is 


high here, so is electric power. 


We left London \ about 9 a. in. for 


Paris by way of the- New Haven 
and. 


Dieppe route. 
-This route, 
although 


about 
four; hours 
crossing 
the 


channel, is!fast 
becoming 
popular. 


i'he sea is not so choppy, 
and. the 


passage on the steamer 
was like cross- 


ing the San JHrancisco bay for:steadi- 
ness, and we arrived in'Paris; about 
Ba. m. next morning/ :t'l'he custom 
honse officers did not [examine ..our 
luggage, but took oar statement 
we 


bad 
nothing 
of 
dutiable 
nature, 


They v 
\ very 
particular '«> about 


matches, 
and can compel you to pay 


one 
franc duty on each 
match, 
so 


matches are very dear in France, 
so 


aie cigars and tobaoco. 
Wo got com- 


fortably settled in Rue Duphot about 
a block from the Madeline, and when 
the shower let up we strolled 'down 
the Boulevard Madeline and Italiens, 
which are like Kearney . street 
as a 


popular stroll, only very muoh wider 
and longer. 
This is the firstcity we 


struck thatjtor style, lifeand vim,re- 
minded us of San Krancisco 
only on 


a much 
larger 
scale; 
to ;describe 


which we are in the same fix as 
the 


poet who.wrote: 
Wheu 1 take pen in hand to write. 
The golden words of sights delight /. 
That allthe happy day withinv

W illiam R. S to ry , who was a re si­ 
d e n t of 
A m ador 
co u n ty in early 
tim es, died in O akland on N ovem ber 
4, a t th e rip e age of 90 yeara and fo u r 
m onths. 
H e was th e fa th e r of J . H. 
S tory, who was W ells F arg o ’s A gent, 
also W estern U nion telegraph operator 
in Jack son for tw o or th ree years, 
and who le ft herp only a few m onths 
ago to accept a sim ilar p o sitio n at 
Sonora. 
M r S tory in early 
days 
lived in V olcano, and operated the 
S to ry gravel claim a few m iles from 
th a t tow n. 
H e le ft h ere for O akland 
in th e early seventies, and has re ­ 
sided in th e bay c ity ever since. 
H e 
was h ighly th o u g h t of by a ll who had 
the hon or of h is acquaintance.

E n q u ire r gives the 
follow ing n o tice of d eceased : 
W illiam R . S tory, one of O ak lan d ’s 
oldest in h ab itan ts, w ell know n and 
fo r m any years active in m unicipal 
affairs, died M onday evening a t h is 
hom e, 1226 C h estn u t street. M r Story 
was born in Illin o is in 1817. 
D uring 
his young m anhood he sp en t several 
years on th e M ississippi and trib u ta ry 
rivers and beoame com m ander of a 
riv e r boat. 
In 1850 he arrived in 
C alifornia, crossing th e p lain s and 
m ountains 
w ith a m nle team and 
wagon load of su p p lies. 
In 1853 he 
re tu rn e d to 
th e 
E ast 
by way of 
Panam a and b rou g h t h is wife to the 
coast, m aking th e second trip w ith ox 
team s. 
He engaged successfully in 
m ining in A m ador county, where he 
resided for som e 
years.

O akland su b -sta tio n of th e poatolfice. 
M r S tory was p ro m in en tly identified 
w ith th e M asonic order, having been 
a M ason fo r six ty years, and since 
bis residence in O akland bas been a 
m em ber of A lcatraz L odge No. 244.

We n ex t v isited th e island of C ata­ 
lin a, which is ab o u t fitfy-one m iles 
from Los A ngeles—going first to Ban 
P edro bay, and then tak in g a three- 
hours trip on th e steam er “ H erm o sa,” 
of ab o u t tw enty-seven m iles on tb e 
ocean.

and cam e to an

O strich farm a t Pasadena.

V II, weighed 325 lbs.

for life. 
T here were one hundred 
and fifty ostriches 
on

farm ,

From the ostrich farm we w ent to 
M ount L ow e; got in an in clin e r a il­ 
way and w ent up a d istan ce of 3,000 
feet alm ost p erp en d icu lar on an e n d ­ 
less chain cab le; 62 degree incline. 
The tested stren g tb of cable was 100 
toDs, and safty cable 125 tons. D irect 
acsent of tb e g reat in clin e being 1325 
feet. 
We held our breath and trie d to 
say o u r prayers, b u t we landed on top 
safely, and were soon on the M ount 
Lowe division Pacific E le c tric R ail­ 
way, on which we ascended to A lpine 
Tavern.

S tay in g one n ig h t only in San D iego, 
we w ent in to M exico, w here we paid 
for a d in n e r we could n o t eat, and 
a fter buying post cards and souvenirs 
and being held up in tb e custom 
house, we retu rn ed to A m erican soil, 
and to A m erican people, very glad 
th a t we were still alive.

It lies on the wes- 
ope of Sierra Nevada mountains, 
braces within its territory all 
versity of valley, foothill, and 
ountainous lands, 
te.—The clim ate of the popu- 
rtions of the county is as genial 
fealthful asean be found anywhere 
alifornia. 
As clim ate is one of the 
ost valuable assets of this favored 
ate in attracting population, Amador 
ands second to no county in this re- 
hrd. 
It should, and no doubt will in 
me, when its climatic advantages are 
ore thoroughly understood and ap- 
eciated, become a health resort not 
bly for those in less favored states, 
ut for the residents of other parts of 
alifornia. The temperature alone the 
sntral portion rarely falls below 30 
egrees above zero in winter, and as 
irely rises to 100 degrees in the sum- 
ier. 
Show seldom falls in the settled 
striets, and never remains, on the 
ound for more than a few hours. 
Of 
ourse, in the high mountain regions 
f eastern Amador the snowfall is very 
eavy—which is characteristic of the 
ntire Sierra Nevada range. T he sum- 
ler season is alway accompanied with 
ool nights; perm itting of sound, re- 
eshing slumber. 
Fogs are rare, cy- 
ones are unknown, thunderstorms are 
frequent. 
Gold M ining.—The county, although 
ich in other sources of wealth, com- 
aratively untouched, is noted prin- 
ipally for 
her quartz mines. 
The 
eepest gold mines in America are lo- 
ated here. 
T he Kennedy mine is now 
aking gold in liberal quantities from 
uartz extracted from a depth of over 
000 feet below the surface, with every 
adieation that the pay-ore extends to 
much greater depth. 
Since the dis- 
overy of gold, the county has contrib- 
ted fully $100,000000 to the world’s 
upply of the precious metal. 
The 
tines are still yielding at the rate of 
bout two million 
dollars annually, 
learly all of this wealth is produced by 
igh t or ten mines operating on what 
called the ‘'mother lode.” stretching 
lear across the county in a north-east- 
rly 
directipn a distance 
of twenty 
niles. 
The mines aggregate between 
00 and 500 stamps, and furnish em- 
loym ent for over 1000 miners. 
T his 
ndustry is still in its infancy. 
The 
nexplored territory, e v e n along th e 
naiu gold belt, is far in excess of' the 
round that has actually been worked 
r prospected. 
T he county offers to- 
lay one of the most inviting fields to 
>e found anywhere in the world for the 
nvestment of capital in the fascinating 
justness of gold mining, not alone aloug 
he m other lode, but also in the almost 
mtouched mineralized country of the 
a st belt, some ten or twelve miles from 
he main lode.

SAN FRANCISCO ELECTION. 


After a bitter contest, |the municipal election in San Fran­ 
cisco resulted in the success of mayor Taylor and his 
associates on the good government or non-partisan ticket by 
large majorities. Taylor defeated McCarthy, the labor union 
candidate, by about ir,ooo votes; Ryan, the straigh-out re­ 
publican nominee, was a poor third. Langdon, for district 
attorney, beat his opponent McGowan by over 16,000. The 
outcome will help to restore confidence in San Francifeco, 
which has been so badly shattered since the fire bv the 
graft revelations and the disgraceful riot*s arising out of the 
strike of the street-car men. All classes outside of the mem­ 
bers of the trade organizations—and many of them have had 
their fill of dabbling in politics—are rejoiced at the signal 
defeat of the labor union ticket. That element, represented 
by Schmitz and his boodling board of supervisors, has made 
the sorriest mess in government affairs that has-been wit­ 
nessed iu recent years in any large city in the United States. 
They developed an amazing capacity for grafting; followed 
it as a matter of business. Another term of that reign would 
have shaken San Francisco—rising splendidly from her ashes 
almost as badly as earthquake and fire. It would have 
been a solar plexus blow at a most critical time. Seeing 
this, citizens, throwing aside party affiliations, supported the 
set of candidates deemed most likely to avery such an over­ 
whelming disaster. The salvation of the city from the gang 
of looters was the overshadowing issue. There were strong 
objections urged against the succesful ticket. The course of 
the graft prosecution, which is behind the candidates, has 
many features open to question.* But the voters have un­ 
questionably acquitted themsélves the best they could under 
the circumstances, declaring with no uncertain voice for clean 
government and the upbuilding of the city. 


AMADOR LEDGER, JACKSON, CAL. 
HOW SAN FRANCISCO 
IS BEING REBUILT 


N O F I N A N C I A L S T A T E M E N T . 


The Ledger has been asked repeatedly of late why the au­ 
thorities of the city of Jackson have failed to publish a state­ 
ment showing the receipts and disbursements of the local 
government. We frankly confess that we are unable to give 
a satisfactory auswer to these inquiries. Jackson has been au 
incorporated city for nearly two years, and still not a state­ 
ment Iras beeu given showing the amount of revenue that has 
been collected and how it has been expended. 
All informa­ 
tion on these subject has been gleaned from the unofficial 
minutes of proceedings published as an item of news after 
each meeting of the trustees. All that we can say in further 
elucidation is that we have several times inquired for this 
document from the clerk, and have been told that a statement 
had been made to the beard—presumably for the first 3’ear— 
but it was not in shape for publication. We could, 110 doubt, 
insist upon seeing it, anc} transcribe and publish it on o-ur 
own account, but we prefer that it should come before the 
taxpayers in the regular way—officially authenticated. It is 
anything but commendable that at the outset of local govern­ 
ment, a vitally important duty of this character should be 
so long ignored. We herewith give the law' bearing 011 this 
question. Section 879 of article iv., bearing on municipal 
corporations of the sixth class, reads: 
He (tbe clerk) shall make a quarterly statement in writing showing tho 
receipts aud expenditures of the city or town for the preceding quarter, and 
the amount remaining in the treasury. 
He shall, at tho end of every fiscal 
year, make a ¿ull and detailed statement of the receipts and expenditures 
of the preceding year, and a full statement of the financial condition of the 
affairs ot the city or towu, wbiub shall be published. 


LOCAL FINANCIAL SITUATION. 


The local banks do not feel the money stringenc}' as else­ 
where. A gold-producing county like Amador, which is 
surrendering gold at the rate of $150,000 per mouth, has a 
big advantage over other sections in times of financial unrest 
like the present. We are producing the money metal in suf­ 
ficient quantities to meet all the demands of local business. 
Still the banks are disposed to pursue a conservative policy 
to protect their depositors in the face of existing conditious. 
Cheeks drawn on San Francisco banks or firms have beeu 
largely used in payment of wages of mine employes. These 
have been readily cashed by local banks, which in turn de­ 
pended upon their prompt payment in coin by the city banks. 
But the suspension of specie payment in the financial centers 
has forced a modification in this respect. The checks are 
taken for collection. Depositors pay in checks as cash, and 
their drafts are honored in coin in the usual course of busi­ 
ness as heretofore, but the discounting of checks for the gen­ 
eral public is hardly in order. We presume, if the bullion 
from the mines was handled through the banks here, there 
would he no hesitation in discounting all the pay checks 
from such mines. As this is not generally done, the banks 
here cannot be expected to throw their vaults wide open for 
the invasion of checks, while San Francisco banks are en­ 
forcing the closure system. 


The elections in thirteen eastern aud southern states were 
determined largely by local questions, and are without much 
political significance. Republican states went republican by 
heavy majorities. As a rule democratic states did likewise, 
except Kentucky, w'hich elected a republican governor. 


San Francisco, November 1.—Tbe 
financial storm which bas been sweep­ 
ing over the country is reflected in 
San Francisco iu a very insignifioant 
way. 
Tbe eia of speculation iu the 
Fast, which is credited with bringing 
on the present flurry, did not reach 
San Francisco, owiug to the fact that 
this city was hendiug all its energies, 
and utilizing all its money in re­ 
building the area that had been de­ 
vastated by the great fire. 
While 
enormous sums of money were needed 
aud are still needed in San Francisco 
for reconstruction purposes, all that 
lias been invested has gone into legiti­ 
mate enterprises that have nothing of 
the speculative in their character, 
couseqneutly, except for the strain 
caused by a shortage of cash, the 
crisis has been of no detiiment to tbe 
city. This was evidenced by tbe fact 
that, while tbe governor of the state 
telt it wise to otter protection by de 
daring holidays, all of tbe banks 
continued to transact tbeir regular 
business. 
The temporary suspension of the 
Calitornia Safe Deposit aud Trust 
Company is not regarded among the 
local financial institutions as mean­ 
ing anything more than a matter of 
protection of the interests of deposit­ 
ors. 
The banks of San Francisco have 
on deposit in Kastern banks large 
amounts. This puts them íd a strong 
position, [for they are calling on 
Eastern banks for casb which is 
arriving at the rate of about 81,000,­ 
000 a day. 
it is to be noted in this connection 
that notwithstanding the flurry and 
shortage of casb, there bas been no 
stoppage of work of any kind in San 
Francisco At tbe banks checks for 
pay rolls are promptly paid in gold, 
as well as are those for ordinary com 
mercial 
transactions. 
For large 
transactions,involving grent amounts, 
clearing house certificates are used 
in lieu of casb, serving the same par­ 
póse. An investigation 'into condi­ 
tions through the state, made by the 
California 
promotion 
committee, 
shows an era of extraordinary crops; 
with record high prices paid to agri­ 
culturists for 
them. 
This has 
brought an immense amount of money 
into the state wbicii has greatly in­ 
creased the deposits of the interior 


as well as city banks. It is this con 
dition of self dependence to which 
Californians 
have 
always 
been 
accustomed, that has prevented any 
flnrry or crisis í d this state during 
the present strained condition in the 
egst. 
Full comprehension of what has 
beeD done in Han Francisco can be 
bad only after a thorough and care­ 
ful analysis of the building that has 
been goiDg on for the past eighteen 
months. There is a general idea that 
great work has been done, but tbe 
character of that work is little under­ 
stood. It must first be remembered 
that 28,188 buildings were destroyed, 
which hod an estimated value of 
8105.000.000. These buildings covered 
an area uf lour and Eoven-tenths 
square miles. Since the fire permits 
hav6 been asked for 9,000 permanent 
buildings at an estimated value of 
8100.000.000. 
It will be seen that buildings to 
the npmber of one-third of those de­ 
stroyed will cost within So,0P0,001 of 
tbe value of all that were burned. In 
other words the present character of 
buildings so far surpasses tbose that 
were destroyed that if the same ratio 
of tncreased cost be maintained tbe 
new city will .cost three times the 
value of the old. 
in this connection the contention 
has been made that there is an ex­ 
cessive increase in the cost of build­ 
ing, owing to high wage and increased 
price of buildiDg material. 
Investi­ 
gation into these conditions shows 
-that the present cost of building in 
San Francisco is less than one per 
cent higber than that of similar 
buildings in either Chicago or New 
York. Wages have returned to nearly 
the normal of before the fire, while 
building material is tbe same as be­ 
fore the fire.
